vernment: When according to the Archbiſhop's 
Opinion, there neither was Convocation or Parlia- 
ment in which he could be-lawfully preſent: And 
laſtly, when the Terqs of Union were of a different 
nature, it being not Mious that the divine Right of 
Epiſcopacy and the Doctrine of Non- reſiſtance were 
to be given up, and in effect the Church was to be 
ſurrendered into the Hands of the Preſbyterians? 
This was the true State of the Caſe. But as to Arch- 
biſhop Sancroft, he was never at the Bottom of any 
ſuch Project. He thought that the beſt way to pre- 
ſerve the Church, was keeping ſtedfaſtly to the 
terms of it. He had as great a Tenderneſs and Com- 
paſſion for the Seduced and Miſled as any Man, 
and uſed all juſt and moderate Ways for their Re- 
duction and Information: But in good truth he had 
not that Latitude of Principle to ſacrifice the Chureh 
dut of ſecular Intrigues and Þoliticks, and todeliver up 
the Mounds and Fences of it to a Party, which had 
been endeavouring the Deſtruction of it for a hun- 
dred Years and more, and who once had effectually 
ruined her. Let us now take a View of the Con- 
ceſſions, which this Author ſays, p. 182, Dr. 7.
